Agreement May Be Re- 
pudiated by

DE WITTE TO THE CZAR. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 
30.— The following is the text 
of M. de Witte’s cablegram to 
Emperor Nicholas announ~ 
cing peace: | 

“I have the honor to re- . 
port to your majesty that 
Japan has agteed to your de- 
mands concerning the condi- 
tions of peace and that con- 
sequently peace will be estab- 
lished, thanks to your wise- 
and firm decision and ia 
strict -conformity with the 
| dastructions af your majesty. 

‘Russia will remain in the 
far east the great power which 
She hitherto has been and will 
be forever. 

“‘We have applied to the exe- 
cution of your orders all our 
intelligence and our Russian ~ 

hearts. We beg your majesty 
mercifully to forgive that we 
have been unable to do more.”

Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 30.—[(Special.]— 
While Emperor Nicholas of Russia in an of- 
ficial dispatch to M. de Witte has'In a man- 
ner indicated his approval of the agreement 
which was reached yesterday with Japan, 
he has.shown clearly that he would have 
preferred a coritinuance of the war. 

As a result there exists among members of 
the Russian mission tonight a feeling that 
an. attempt will be made Ja-Russia to em- 
barrass M. dé Witte and te throw upon him 
the résponsibility for‘ an unsatisfactory 

Fortunately for M. de Witte he has acted 
im: strict accordance with his instructions 
and is able to point to the dispatches he has 
received as proof that the emperor of Rus- 
gia himself is responsible. 

It is a curious situation which has aiisen 
a@nd one which contains a certain delicacy. 
It is not believed;that the emperor will re- 
Ppudiate what his envoys have done. There 
are reports tonight, from the equivocal mes- 
sage received from the emperor, that Russia 
might*do something of the kind, but M. de 
Witte cannot conceive that any such step 
will be taken. 


Concern Over Czar’s Attitude. 

M. de Witte, however, is considerably con- 
cernsd over the attitude the emperor has 
adopted, but he proposes to stand by his guns, 
and he will insist, should it be necessary, 
_ that no attempt be made to withdrew from 
his pledged word. . 

It is also surprising that not a single oneof 
the ministers in St. Petersburg has cabled 
congratulations to M. de Witte. Such mes- 


sages may come tonight or tomorrow, but if | 
“»sAhey do they will be regarded as merely per- 


functory. As soon as M. de Witte learned 
yesterday from Baron Komura that Japan 
wovld make the concessions he cabled at 
once to St. Petersburg. The news reached 
the emperor last night, and was communi- 
cated to the various chancelleries. Thirty- 


six hours have elapsed, and nothing has come 
from Count Lamsdorf or any of his col- 


leagues. 
It is understood by the Russian mission 


that official Russia is not at all satisfied with 
the peace which Japan's magnanimity has 
brought about. The emperor sent a message 


to M. de Witte just before the conference | 
Ayesterday saying he preferred war to hu- 


miliating concessions for the deliberate pur- 
pose of stiffening up his plenipotentiaries. 

Hammered by the war party, all the stub- 
bornmess in his character developed @y an 
appeal three times sent to him by Ptfesident 
Roosevelt, and unwilling to surrender his 
ambition to make Russia the great power of 
the far east, his majesty would have accept- 
€d with satisfaction the failure of the peace 
degotiations. 

Hoped De Witte Would Fail. 


This is the spirit, which, according to ad- 


vices received here today, still prevails in 
St. Petersburg. It ig not enough that M. 
de Witte has saved his country from par- 
ticipation in a war which promised to be 
even more disastrous in the future than in 
the past. This man who was sent to the 
United States as a result of an intrigue is 
looked upon by the world as the greet states- 
‘mar of Russia. 

' The war party had urged his appointment, 
believing that if he failed because the con- 
ditions of Japan were too severe he would 
be compelled to throw his powerful infiu- 
ence in behalf of the government. The ef- 
fect, it was anticipated, would be to quiet 
the malcontents and allow the czar to de- 
Yote himself with closer attentiop to the 
Manchurian operations. 

It is known that the Japanese authorities 
Understood the possibilities of this situation, 
Not that they had any fear of Russia, but | 
the Japanese mission understands that the 
council of the elder statesmen canvassed 
every feature of the situation in ‘Russia and 
calculated the probable results of further 
operations, both in men and money. They 
knew that the rejection of their terms on 
the grounds that they were too harsh would 
tend to solidify the Russian empire, which 
would anticipate that the terms next sub- 
mitted would be even more severe. The

BOARD OF TRADE 
SPURN THE LAW. 


By Big Majority Votes for 

“Put and Call” Trading, 

Abolishing Expul- 
sion Penalty. 


| MINORITY WILL. FIGHT. 
| _.| John Hill Jr. to Cause Arrest of 


Members Dealing in Priv- 
ileges Contrary to the 
‘State Statute. 


By a majority of nearly two to one the 
members of the board of trade voted yes- 
terday to abolish the penalty of expulsion 


for trading in “puts” and “ calls.”’ The’ 


final count was 508 to 254. 

Though this vote does away with the 
board penalty, it does not change the state 
law against option trading, and John Hill 
Jr. of the market report committee says he 
will cause thé arrest and indictment of any 
member caught tradiig in options on the 
board or elsewhere in Illinois. 

‘Serious disagreement within the board its 
likely to follow. While perhaps 95 per cent 
of the members favor trading in “ puts” 
and “calls,” could such trading be made 
legal, many leading niembers, including 
practically all.of the officers and directors, 
have been bitterly opposed to a change in 
the rules of the exchange until the state 
law is repealed. This element in the trade 
was stréng in its denunciation of the vote 
of the majority. 


Opposed by Private Wire een. 


The heads of the le 
houses took a stand against the measuré al- 
most to a man, and a meeting has been 


, agreed upon for this afternoon to take ac- 


tion on the matter. 

The small flogr traders and smaller com- 
mission houses were largely responsibie for 
the adoption of the amendment, but many 
prominent traders stood back of the meas- 
ure. Sheriff Barrett, Z. P. Brosseau, T. D. 
O’Brien, W. H. Lake, and A. V. Booth were 
"leaders in the fight for the amendment. 
Some of the local houses which have 
branch offices in Milwaukee, where most of 
the trading in “puts” and “‘calls” for local 
operators is done, also worked for the meas- 
ure; as the trading In options here would 
save them the expense of maintaining out of 
town offices. Others who. have well estab- 
lished business in Milwaukee voted against 
it, fearing the results of general competition. 

The friends of the amendment explain 
their action by the contention that the Mil- 
waukee market has taken away millions of 


dollars from the local market, both in privi- 


lege trading and in regular market orders, 
and that the trade must be brought back to 
Chicago. 


- The adoption of the amendment caused’ 


much heated discussion of the probable and 
possible results of trading in puts and calls 
in Chicago, and the corridors of the exchange 


were crowded with traders until late in the | 


day. Bven the friends of the measure, who 
have fought hard for weeks, were surprised 
at the result. 


Stopped by State Law. 

Trading in “ puts” and “ calls” was car- 
ried on in the local market for thirty years, 
but the passage of ths state law making ita 
criminal offense, followed by the rule of the 
board fixing a penalty of expulsion, put a 
stop to the business. ‘ 

An agreed case was tried five years ago to 
test the law. A.V. Booth agreed to be arrested 
and tried under the criminal code for trading 
in privileges. 
appealed the case to the United States Su- 
preme court, after an adverse decision in the 
Illinois Supreme court. The Federal Su- 
preme court upheld the statute. 

Most of both friends and foes of the new 
amendment to the board rules think the state 
law should be changed. The general opinion 
is that “puts” and “ calls’”’ should be as 
legal as options on land, and that they have 

a legitimate part in the grain trade because 
be their insurance value, as a trader who is 


long or short in the regular market can pro- | 


tect his trades and limit his possible losses 
by buying or selling privileges. 


Views of Board Members. 


“TI have nothing to say at present on the 
action taken by the members,” said W. S. 
Jackson, president of the board. ‘‘ The vote 
seems to speak for itself.’’ 

“ While in favor of trading in privileges, » 
said Walter Fitch, first vice president of the 
board, “‘I can’t say J favor the method of 
getting trading of that sort started in this 
market.’’ 

James A. Patten of the firm of' Bartlett, 
Frazier & Carrington, said: “ Our house 
is decidedly not in favor of the amendment 


as things stand, and we will execute no or- 


ders in privileges in this market tor any one.” 

“ The action was unfortunate,” said E. W. 
McKinnon, a member of the firm of Logan 
& Bryan. ‘‘ Any winking at a yiolation of 
the state law on the part of a commercial 

organization is unwise, to say the least. 
This house will not buy or sell puts or calls 
for any man.” 


Hill to Resume Crusade. 


John Hill Jr., who led the successful cru- 
sade against bucket shops some time ago, 
had this to say? 

“T regret to see the board of trade takea 
backward step. The large vote for the 
amendment shows many traitors who talked 
against and voted for the amendment. The 
lawless element of the board is a constant 
menace to its Welfare, and today’s vote is 


‘an index of what the exchange would be 


were it not for the herculean efforts that for 
five years have been exerted to lift it out of 
the mire. I personally, if the officers of the 
board do not do so, shall request the police 


to arrest and the state’s attorney to indict | 


any member of the board of trade who trades 
in puts and calls, and I shall aid to the best 
of my ability the officers of the law in the 


prosecution.”’

As Observed in Chicago. 

Most of the amateur.observers in Chicago 
were provided with smoked glasses and card- 
board deyices recommended by astronomers 
for viewing eclipses with the naked eye. It 
turned out, however, that in the weak light 
of the early morning these material aids to 
observation were superfluous. 

“The conditions of observation in Chica- 
go were particularly unfavorable,” said Prof. 
Elias Colbert last night, ‘‘on account of the 
cloudiness of the atmosphere. I was unable 
to obtain a glimpse of the sun until two or 
three minutes after 6.o’clock. If it had not 
been for the clouds w# would have observed 
the disk three-quarters obscured at 5:32:45, 
but as it was we saw only one-quarter ob- 
scuration at our earliest glimpse of the orb. 
The shadow gradu@ily passed from the disk 
till at 6:28 it was gone. 


CONDITIONS GOOD IN ALGERIA. 


Observations During Eclipse at Guelma 
Expected to Result in Much 
-. Solar Knowledge.

GUELMA, Algeria, Aug. 30.—The observa- 
tidh of the eclipse here was madé in splen- 
did weather. The corona was brilliant and 
it presented, features that are expected to 
account for the period of solar activity— 
that is, the corona was not extensive but 
distributed evenly around the sun.. Brilliant f 
red protuberances on the hydrogen edge of 
the sum were perceived from the beginning 
to the end of the period of totality.

A so-called “eclipse wind” arose at the 
beginning of totality and at the same time — 
Was seen on the ground a moving shadow 
of stripes, a phenomenon whieh has not yet 
been explained. 

The American astronomical mfssion ob- 
tained large solar photographs and by spe- 
cial process made sketches of the protuber- 
ances. All missions were well satisfied with 
their work and expect great results.

OBJECT TO TRACTION PLAN 


ALDERMEN CRITICISE PROPOSAL 
REFERENDUM VOTE. 


Members of City Council Assert They 
Will Not beclare Themselves in Fa- 
vor of Mayor’s Project for an In- 

“ dependent Street Car Line Before 

the Matter Has Been Submitted to 
the People—Difiiculties in Acting 
on Proposed Ordinance Are Seen. 


Mayor Dunne’s proposal, that his plan for 


an independent street car line be submitted 


to a referendum vote at the fall election, is 
meeting with some criticism from a number 
of aldermen. They say they have no objec- 
tion to having the people express their views 
on the subject, but .do object.to declaring for 
it themselves in advance of getting it before 
the people. : 

The mayor made this plea yesterday for 
favorable action on the part of the committee 
on local transportation and the council: 

“My aim is to have the plan approved by 
the council and then submitted to the people 
on a referendum ‘under the public policy act. 

“I think it advisable to have’every ques- 
tion of this nature submitted to the people 
and I am anxious that the council should 
give the proposed ordinance its approval in 
some form or other in order that this may be 
done. The council need only approve the 
general plan and the ordinance can be sub- 
mitted to the people and worked out in detail 
later.’% 


Sees No Possibility of Referendum. 

“There is no necessity of the council either 
approving or disapproving the plan in ad- 
vance,” was the comment of Ald. Foreman. 
“There is no possibility of a referendum of 
the ordinance under the Mueller law. It does 
se come under any of the provisions of that 

According to the law, a petition for a vote 
under the public policy act must be filed 
thirty days before election. This year this 
date would be Oct. 7. The council does not 
meet until Sept. 25. If the committee was to 


- report the mayor’s plan favorably on that 


night it would have to be deferred and pub- 
lished until Oct. 2, the earliest date at which 
any action could be taken. As nobody sup- 
poses that so important a matter as this ordi- 
nance is to be settled at one council meeting, 
exactly how it is to be acted on in advance 
of the filing of the petition is not plain.

ORDERED COURT Mi MARTIALED FOR. 
THE BENNINGTON DISASTER. 


Secretary Bonaparte ot Navy Over- 
Prides Findings of Inquiry Board 
to Extent of Including Master of 
Ship as Well as Ensign Wade in 
Charges of Neglect of Duty—Evi- 
dence Also Shows That Discipline 
Was Lax. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 30.—[Special.]— 
As a result of the inquiry into the fatal ex- 
plosion on the gunboat Bennington Secre- 
tary Bonaparte of the navy issued an order 
containing the following items: 

Orders Commander Lucien Young be: ore a 
court martial to clear himself of the “ charge 
of neglect of official duty. re: 

Directs the court martial of Ensign Wade 
on the charge of “ neglect of duty.” 

Disapproves the court of inquiry’s finding j, 
that the Bennington was “in an excellent 
state of discipline and in good and efficient 


condition.”’ 
- Arraigns some officers of the vessel for 
failure to look after the safety valves. 


Young Charges Are New. 

Ensign Wade was in charge of the machi- 
nery. The action as to Commander Young 
was taken in view of the fact that the court 
of inquiry, In its findings and opinion did 
not pass expressly upon his conduct and 
the question of his responsibility for the 
explosion. 

Secretary Bonaparte, however, approves . 
the court of inquiry’s indorsement of the 
creditable conduct of all the survivors of 
the officers and crew of the Bennington 
“after the explosion occurred.” 

In his indorsement of the court’s find- 
ings Secretary Bonaparte says: % . 

“ The department approves the recommen- 
dation of the court of inquiry that Ensign 
Charles T. Wade, U. 8. N., be brought to 
trial by court martial, and such court mar- 
tal is hereby ordered. 

‘Inasmuch as the court of inquiry did 
not pass expressly in its findings and opin- 
fon upon the conduct of Commander Lucien 
Young, U. S. N., commanding the United 
States steamship Bennington, and the ques- 
tion of his responsibility for the explosion, 
the department must treat this silence as 
an implied finding that he was not thus 
responsible. After careful consideration the 
department is compelled to disapprove this, 
implied finding. 

“The provisions of the navy regulations 
make it the duty of the department to re- 
quire Commander Lucien Young, U. 8. N., 
to clear himself before @ general court mar- 
tial of the charge of neglect of his official 


is, therefore, ordered. 
Finds Discipline Is Lex. 


“The department excepts to the finding 
*that the ship was in an excellent state of 
discipline.’ The proof tends strongly to show 
that the enlisted force of the engineering 
division had been permitted to fall into 
habits of laxity and inattention in the dis- 
charge of their duties, and that at least some 
of this force were also imperfectly instructed 
regarding their duties. 

“The evidence establishes, further, that 
the safety and sentinel valves of at least one 
of the boilers were not in an efficient condi- 
tion and had not been in such condition fora 
considerable time previously.’’ 


Commends Heroism of All. 

The report: concludes with. comment on 
the “ highly creditable conduct of all the sur- 
vivors of the. officers and crew of the Ben- 
nington after the explosion occured,” and in- 
cluded in this commendation Commander 
Young, Ensign Wade, and Lieut. Yates. 

“Notwithstanding the severe loss sus- 
tained by the ship’s complement, and the 
suddenness and terrible consequences of the 
accident, discipline was fully maintained,” 
says the report. ‘“‘ All the officers seem to 
have discharged their duties. with entire 


presence of mind, intelligence, and courage; } 


the crippled vessel was handled judiciously 
and skillfully and survivors of the crew 
showed bravery and humanity..”’ 


APPEAL OF POWERS DOCKETED. 


Question of Jurisdiction in Kentucky

The 
state’s appeal is from the decision of Judge 
Cochran of the federal court, and the only 
question involved is that of jurisdiction.

New Orleans, ta. 2 Aug. 30.—[ Special. ]— 
Health officials here have been accused by 
’ Gov. Vardaman of Mississippi of being 
sponsible, through bad faith, for the 
trance .of yellow fever into Gulfport, Miss. 
He declares the cases there went from Mis- 
sissippi City, and ched that place from 
New Orleans before the quarantine was put 
on. The governor declares the New Orleans 
officials concealed the fever and failed to 
inform the Mississippi officials of its exist- 
ence. 

A controversy of large proportions is ex- 
pected to follow the governor’s charges in 
the attempt to discover who is culpable. 
The cases at Vicksburg and Natchez also 
will come under the head of those said to 
have had their origin here. 

Two more physicians have succumbed to 
attack by fever mosquitoes, having become 
infected while treating théir fever patients. 
Dr. J. T. Wolf lives in the section of the 
city most affected, and Dr. L. A. Meraux is 
health officer of St. Bernard parish. Four 
physicians thus far have been stricken. 


Two Doctors Have Hard Task. 


. C..M. Shanley of North Dakota and 
. W. M. Richard of this city left today 
for Barataria to stamp out the fever. They 
will have charge of a forty mile strip, and 
their task will perhaps be more difficult than 
that of any of the fever fighters except the 
two who are at Leeville. Nurses and provis- 
ions were taken along. 

The shipment of fruit to the west through 
Port Chalmette was successfully lauriched 
today. A steamer arrived with 50,000 bunch- 
es of bananas. One hundred screened freight 
cars awaited the fruit. A second steamer 
is due here Sept. 1. It is probable that the 
steamers will come regularly. The resump- 
tion of fruit business will enable many 
stranded Italians to obtain employment. 


Scourge Appears in Pensacola, Fla. 

Pensacola, -Fla., Aug. 30.—The mayor of 
this place officially has announced that yel- 
low fever has appeared here. 


Two Cases at Vicksburg, Miss. 

Vicksburg, Miss., Aug. 30.—There are two 
cases of yellow fever here which have been 
under observation since 9 o'clock last night. 

Ex-Mayor, Minus Permit, Arrested. 

Cairo, Ill, Aug. 30.—Capt. N. B. Thistle- 
wood, formerly mayor of Cairo for three 
terms; today was arrested and later re- 
leased, for entering Cairo without a health 
department permit. Capt. Thistlewood is in 
business in Cairo and lives at Mounds, com- 
ing here each morning. He had been offered 
a permit, but refused it, saying that no one 
had a right to prevent his entering without 
one, regardless of;the yellow fever quar- 
antine.

ment of Freight Trains. 


TOSTRENGTHEN THE LAW 


Number of Wrecks from Buckling 
Will Be Decreased by In- 
creased Use of Devices. 


Public sentiment and agitation for the 
equipment of freight carg with air brakes 
and their use throughout the entire train to 
prevent accidents from buckling, has aroused 
the interstate commerce commission to ac- 
tion. Editorials on this subject in Tue Tris- 
UNE have reached the eyes of the interstate 
commerce commission and of railroad oper- 
ating officials, and the latter are beginning 
to heed the significance of the suggestions 
that a little more than a strict compliance 
with the letter of the law in this regard 
would greatly increase the safety of railroad 
travel and decrease the loss of life and prop- 


erty. 

, As the law stood up to 1908 all that 
was necessary for compliance was to s¢e 
that 50 per cent of the cars in freight trains 
were equipped with power brakes, but these 
cars were not necessarily strung together 
so as to get 50 per cent efficiency out of the 
brakes. In 1908 an amendement to the act 
was passed compelling the roads to couple 
up the 50 per cent of the air braked cars. 
But there are few freight trains made up 
these days that do not contain more than 50 
per cent of cars equipped with power brakes. 


\Biickling Commonest Form of Accident. 


Buckling is one of the commonest acci- 
dents that railroads have to contend with. 
It is caused by the sudden application of 
the power brakes, which results in a com- 
plete stopping of the cars to which the air 
is applied, but thosecars that are not coupled 
up are thrown from the track through their 
momentum and the impact against the for- 
ward cars. The danger is not.so much to the 
freight train as to fast trains coming on 
the opposite track. Frequently there is not 
time between the discovery of a buckled 
freight car and the coming of a fast express 
on the opposite track to flag the latter, and 
a disastrous wreck results. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
been aroused and has started an inquiry 
which promises to result in an order that 
not less than 75 per cent of the cars shall be 
connected with the éngine by power brakes. 
One road, at least, has taken cognizance of 


a rule more than complying with it. The 
Pennsylvania company within the last few 
days has ordered all of its cars equipped with 
air brakes before July 1, 1906, and further 
has given notice that no cars will be accepted 
from other roads unless similarly equipped. 


Over a Million Cars in Service. 

There were in the freight service on June. 
30, 1904, 1,602,194 cars, of which number 
1434.386 had train brakes. The aggregate 
number of locomotives and cars in the serv- 
ice of the companies was 1,845,804, of whic’ 
1,554,772 were fitted with train brakes, show- 
ing an increase during the year of 92.513. 
Under the law of 1893, as amended in 1908, 
the interstate commerce commission may, 
from time. to time, after full hearing, ipe 
crease the minimum percentage of cars in 
any train required to be operated with power 
train brakes, which must have their brakes 
used and operated ag aforesaid; and failure 
to comply with any such requirement of the 
said interstate commerce commissiop’ shall 
be subject to the like penalty lure to 
comply with any requirement Af this seo- 


Railroads Fight Law Twelve Years. 

From the first passage of the law in 1893, 
entitled an act to promote the safety of em- 
ployés and travelers upon railroads by com- 
pelling common carriers engaged in inter- 
state commerce to equip their cars with auto- 
matic couplers and continuous breaks, and 
their locomotives with driving wheel brakes, 
the railroads have fought it. They object 
not only to the additional expense but also 
to the amount of extra time it will require to 
couple up air brakes on all the freight cars 
in a train. 


STRANGE PRANKS OF TORNADO: 
MANY BUILDINGS WRECKED. 


Barn Which Sheltered a Pennsylvania 
Cow Is Blown Away, but Bossy Re- 
mains on Scene Calmly Chewing Cud. 


Scranton, Pa., Aug. 30.—A tornado struck 
the northern port of Carbondale at 8:50 to- 
night and demolished a score of houses, 
barns, and railroad cars, but fortunately 
caused no fatalities. Three dwellings were 
destroyed, ten were overturned or carried 
off their foundations, and fully fifty were 
more or less damaged. 

The pranks of the storm seem almost in- 
credible. A barn was blown away and a cow, 
which was housed ‘in it, was left unharmed 
lying on the floor, calmly chewing her cud. A 
horse was found bruised and maimed on the 
porch of its owner’s residence, 200 feet from 
the demolished barn, in which ft had been 
stabled. 

A six inch beam, which came from no one 
knows where, passed through a door of a res- 
idence, thence through the ground floor, and 
then passed into the ground for a distance of 
three feet. A .carpet was blown from a 
fioor and landed In a lump in asink. This
